Cheque Dates. 


We all know how difficult it is when

Wild Geese. 


It is & rare experience (writes a corre- 
spondent) to come upon a flock of wild 
geese feeding, but I was fortunate in that 
respect the other day, while walking along 
the road which skirts the estuary between 
Portmarnock and Baldoyle. This muddy 
waste, on which it is dangerous for the 
pedestrian to venture, is a favourite resort 
of wild birds. It was only after watching 
the saltings for some time that I saw the 
geese, and soon afterwards they must have 
seen me; for they took to flight in the 
familiar wedge formation. While they 
were on the ground I noticed that there 
was one bird which did not eat, but main- 
tained a constant look-out, and probably 
this duty was shared by the others in turn. 
There are few birds more difficult to 
approach than the gray Jag geese. The 
slightest movement on the part of an 
onlooker is enough to set them on the 
wing, led by the gander. In spite of their 
original wildness, geese were probably 
among the first birds to be domesticated 
by man, on account of their value for food, 
quills and feathers. The quill has long 
been superseded by steel and fountain 
pens, to the detriment of the art of pen- 
manship, but cushions and pillows are still 
in demand, although the feather bed, so 
much favoured by our ancestors, is new a 
thing of the past. Nevertheless, it is a 
long crv from the wild geese, that spread 
‘‘the gray wing upon every tide,” to the 
cooped birds of Strasburg, which are kept 
in a chamber at a high temperature, so 
that their livers may become enlarged for 
the benefit of epicures, 


The Duc de Stacpoole. 


George Mary Edward Joseph, fifth Duc 
de Stacpoole, who is standing for Meath in 
the interests of the Centre Party, 1s a scion 
of an old Irish family with a very interest- 
ing history. 

The first de Stacpoole crossed the sea in 
the same ship as William the Conqueror. 
Knighted by William, he founded a family 
at Stacpoole Court, in Pembrokeshire. 
Through marriage this property afterwards 
passed in other hands. 

A descendant of this Sir Richard de 
Stacpoole came to Ireland with Strongbow 
in 1168. About twenty years afterwards 
the name appears among the Roll of 
Dublin Citizens. 

In the fourteenth century a de Stacpoole 
was Mayor of Dublin. The family ex- 
tended to the South during the years that 
follow, and in the sixteenth century we 
find the de Stacpooles among the richest 
merchants of Limerick and Cork, where at 
different periods they held the offices of 
High Sheriff of Clare and Recorder of 
Limerick during the time of Cromwell, 
The founder of the present family, identi- 
fied with Counties Galway and Meath, is 
first heard of in 1736. 

He had a place in County Dublin, known 
as Violet Hill, and a house in Grosvenor 
place, London. In the latter abode he 
sheltered and entertained the exiled King 
Louis Philippe, who created him a French 
Count and his son a Viscount. He bought 
a house in the Faubourg St. Honoré in 
1817, and his death occurred in 1824. His 
son, Richard, who succeeded him, was a 
man of great munificence. His contribu- 
tion to France was the importation of a 
pack of hounds from the South of Ireland 


] to Montigny. He was a very rich man, 
on at that time Pope Leo XII. was 
appealing for funds for various restora- 
tions in Rome Richard de Stacpoole 
weighed in with a large sum of money, 
part of which was .expended in building 
the*bridge over the Tiber. In return: the 
Pope conferred the title of Marquis, and 
that of Duc of the Papal State was added 
in 1830 by Gregory XVI. ae ie

Now is the time, we are told, for a ruth- 
less application of boiling water to the 
nurseries of the baby slug, if we would 
save our bedding plants a little later.

HOSPITAL. 


OPENED BY DUCHESS OF 
ABERCORN, : 


‘An interesting event took place in Ban- 


bridge yesterday, when the new District 


. Hospital was declared open by the Duchess | 


ef Abercorn, 

The opening of the new buildings, which em- 
brace a commodious fever block, marked the 
complete abolition of the old workhouse on 
the site on which they have been erected. 
Erected to the design of Mr. T. Houston, 
L.R.L.B.A., Belfast, the hospital cost 
approximately £65,000, towards which the 
Northern Ministry of Labour contributed 
£10,000, while the amount directly paid in 
wages to workmen was in the neighbourhood 
of £20,000. The old forbidding entrance has 
been completely transformed. Two wide 
avenues lead up to the front entrance of the 
hospital, and a central path leads through a 
noha se rose garden having two fountains. 
The black stone walls MA g lattice windows 
have been replaced by cream-coloured .rough 
cast, with cement dressings and wide ‘stee! 
casements. The equipment throughout is cf 
the most modern type and ineludes an up to- 
dete X-ray and electric treatment rooms. 

The Fever Hospital, with wecommodation 
for forty-four patients nominally, is situated 
some distance to the rear of the general 
hospital, and. is equipped on the most im- 
woved principle. The opening of the new 
Leap ital also marked the use for the first 
time of the Northern Ireland electricity 
supply in Banbridge. 

There was a distinguished company, includ- 
ing Ministers of the Northern Government, 
at the opening ceremony, over which Lord 
Craigaven presided. Mr. D. T. Martin, J.P., 
having addressed the assembly, the Duchess 
of Abercorn, who was presented with a 


bouquet by Miss Mary Coey on behalf of the. 


Committee of Governors, and with a souvenir 
key by the architect, declared the oo 
open. She commented on the magnificent 
appearance of the buildings, with the design 
of which she had been greatly impressed. 
She congratulated the sponsors of the scheme 
on their enterprise, and wished the hospital 
every success. 

An interesting address was delivered by 
Colonel A. Fullerton, C.B.,C.M.G., F.R.C.S., 
F.R.S., after which votes of thanks were 
accorded to the Duchess of Abercorn, Lord 
Craigavon, and Mr. T. H, White, J.P., the 
chairman of the Committee of Governors, and 
Mrs, White, who entertained the company to

GOOD SALMON FISHING 
PROSPECTS.

Mr. Hugh D. Pack Beresford presided at 
the monthly meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Conservators of Fisheries at 110 Grafton 
street, Dublin, esterday. 

Head Bailiff McNamara, in his report, stated 
that on December 20th the Liffey reached 
its highest point. Immediately after the 
flood had somewhat subsided a good many 
salmon moved up the river and had no diffi 
culty in getting over the weirs owing to the 
high state of the river. He had reason to 
think that the coming season would be a 
good one for salmon anglers. He had visited 
Ballymore-Eustace, and was of opinion that 
the spawning beds were well stocked with 
fish and young fry. He and his assistants 
kept a special watch on the rivers, and no 
offence against the Fishery Laws had come 
under their notice during the past month. 

[he improvements on the Bray river and 
weir “were not yet completed. “The Dublin 
Corporation was carrying out improvements 
to the weir at Ballsbridge, but the workmen 
at both places had been hampered by reason 
of the flooded state of the river. 

A letter was read from the Department of 
Lands and Fisheries, Kildare place, stating 
that. the Minister proposed to make a grant 
of 75,000 salmon ova for the River Liffey, 
to be hatched in the Zoological Gardens.

SOLICITOR'S DETENTION 
OF A DEED. 


Before Judge Moonan in the Dublin Cir- 
cuit Court, Green street, yesterday, Margaret 
Murphy,  Blackpitts, brought “an action 
against Mr, Gerald Tench, solicitor, Bache- 
lor’s Walk, Dublin, claiming damages for the 
detention of a deed which assigned to her the 
dairy premises, 45 Bolton street, from her 
brother-in-law, Michael Murpliy, and she also 
asked for the return of the deed. 

The defence was that the deed was de- 

tained as a lien for costs in actions, in which 
Michael Murphy and his wife (a sister of the 
plaintiff) were plaintiffs, and a son-in-law, CU.

Mr. Phelps, K.C., who, with Mr. Sweeney 
instructed by Messrs. Croskerry), appeared ' 
for the plaintiff, said that his client was 
never a party to any of the actions, so could 
not be held liable for the costs.

Mr. Cosgrave said that it was the duty 
of the people to elect a Government which 
would, in the first place, make peace.

OR, the first time in his election tour, 
President de Valera had an enthu- 
siastic reception when he rose to-day to 
speak at Klphin. Nearly two thousand 
County Roscommon farmers, who were 
attending the fair, cheered him on arrival, 
and punctuated his speech with en 
couraging interjections. 
During his long motor journey from 
Kells to Elphin, and then on to Manor- 


few. of those demonstrations of welcome 
which usually mark the election tours of 
party leaders. 

At Elphin, where Mr. de Valera’s meet- 
ing was. preceded by another meeting 
addressed by Mr. MacDermot, one of the 
deputies for the constituency, Mr. de 
Valera laid stress on the promises which 
his party was making to the farmers, and 
referred to the proposed reduction of the 
annuities and the scheme for funding 
arrears. 

Under this scheme, he pointed out, the 
man who owed £100 would be paying back 
£2 10s. 6d. a year for fifty years. Every 
pound he owed he would pay baek at the 
rate of sixpence a year. They were able 
to do this because the money which the 
Free State used to send away was now 
being kept at home. Mr. Blythe had said 
that the Government was expensive; but 
all that they were. doing was to give back 
to the farming community a large portion 
of the money that was formerly being sent . 
out of the country. 


THE TARIFF WALLS. 


“ Mr.. Cosgrave and Mr, Blythe, per- 
haps,’ he said, “think that we have 
built up the protection wall too rapidly, 
and they threaten that in many cases they 
are going to break it down and let in the 
flood of foreign goods again. If there is 
any danger’ of that it is not likely that 
people with capital will invest it in this 
country: We want a big majority, so that 
people who want to put money into in 
dustry will feel assured that the policy of 
protection will continue.”’ 
Stressing the importance of the home 
market, Mr. de Valera said that in Ire. 
land each person at home used to buy 
fifteen times as much as a British worker. 
Therefore, every Irishman put to work 
was as good as fifteen British people put 
to work, as customers for the produce of 
the Irish farmer. 
He went on to say that 4,600 extra 
persons had been directly employed in 
industry since the Government took office. 
““ There is no inerease in unemployment,’’ 
he declared, and he added that the 
Government had directly employed 33,000 
people in relief works of various kinds, 
and 5,000 on road work. 


AN ECONOMIC VISION, 


Speaking of the Governor-General’s 
office, which he. described as completely 
useless, he remarked that the Free State i 
Governor-General’s personal salary . was 
ten thousand pounds a year, and “ the 
man in the Six Counties ” was getting 
eight thousand. That made a total which 
was three thousand a year more than 
the President of the United States of 
America, received, and he was a each os. 
President—not a rubber stamp—who ha 
120,000,000 people to pay his salary. 
Instead of £27,000-a year, which had 
been the total cost of the Governors- 
General to the Free State, the office would 
cost, in future, only about one-sixth of 
that sum, ‘‘ and,”’ he added, “ we hope 
that the whole of it will be saved to you 
in a very short time.’’ 

Dealing with emigration, Mr. de Valera 
said that every young man kept at home,
